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150 pack talk supporting Prop. 15 
_Ex-GE engineer warns of nuclear plant risks

A crowd of over 150 listened 
patiently, sometimes increduously, 
as ex-nuclear engineer Dale Briden- 
baugh spoke Wednesday of the 
dangers surrounding nuclear power 
plants and why he feels Californians 
should vote for the Nuclear Safe- 


* guards Initiative, Proposition 15. 


Bridenbaugh recently gained na- 
tional attention when he and two 
other nuclear engineers announced 
their resignations from the General 
Electric Company. The three an- 
nounced they would spend their time 
working to promote the nuclear 
initiative, which appears as Prop. 15 
on the June 8 primary ballot. 
Bridenbaugh had been involved in 


the field of nuclear energy for 18 
years. é 

In arguing for Prop. 15, Briden- 
baugh said, ‘You don’t have to know 
whether nuclear energy is safe or 
not, but whether there’s controversy 
surrounding it.’’ He then added, 
‘You don’t have to be for or against 
nuclear energy, just for life.”’ 


If Proposition 15 passes, it would 
require nuclear power companies to 
be responsible for any damages 
caused by nuclear accidents. It 
would also require the companies to 
prove the effectiveness of their 
safety systems in case of an accident 
and provide for adequate storage. of 
nuclear wastes. 


In warning of nuclear accidents, 
Bridenbaugh explained that a

nuclear power plant ‘‘cannot explode 
like a bomb,’’ however, there is the 
possibility of thousands of deaths 
and billions of dollars worth of 
property damage from the resultant 
radioactive fallout. 


‘In long term effects, we don’t really 
know exactly how many cancers and 
leukemias can be caused because 
unfortunately it takes 10-30 years 
after exposure for that to occur,”’ 
Bridenbaugh said.’‘And genetic 
mutations can persist for thousands 
of generations.”’ 


Bridenbaugh said that a nuclear 
accident ‘‘could contaminate an area 
the size of Pennsylvania.’’ However, 
he admits the possibility of such an 
accident of that magnitude is ‘‘very

Uselton cites work load 


as reason for resignation 

Head football coach Ken Uselton 
has resigned from both the teaching 
and coaching staff of Hartnell 
College after one year on the job. 

In announcing his resignation, 
after guiding the Panthers to an 8-3 
record and the Coast Conference 
championship, Uselton claimed he 
was unable to coach and teach health 
education classes at the same time. 

‘Health ed is a very difficult thing 
to teach,’’ Uselton said. ‘‘It’s very 
time consuming.’’ 

Uselton stated that he had not 
taught health education since he 
taught in high school, 15 or 16 years 
ago. “‘It was a little bit more than | 
anticipated.’’ 

Bob Kelley, the . Director of 
Athletics for Hartnell said Uselton 
had discussed the situation with him 
several times before he quit. 

In those discussions, according to 
Kelley, Uselton said he felt he didn’t 
have the background in health ed nor 
the time. 

“It was just a very heavy load,’’ 
said Kelley. 

Uselton is the first head football 
coach to teach, academic. classes 
since Arvin Smith. Smith taught two 
classes, Introduction to Physical 


Education and P.E. Leadership. In 


addition, Smith taught some P.E. 
activity classes. 
Uselton taught two health ed 


~ courses and two first aid classes in 


the fall semester while coaching 
football. He had no P.E. activity 
classes. 

. Kelley acknowledged that aca- 
demic classes require more time in 
preparation. - : 

Uselton’s resignation sparked a 
flurry of questions at a Board of 
Trustees meeting as to whether 
there was any pressure put on 
Uselton to resign. 

When questioned about any pos- 
sible pressure, College President Dr. 
Gibb Madsen said ‘‘! would have to 
say that there was not pressure’’ 
placed on Uselton to resign. 

In response to the same question, 
Uselton’ replied, ‘‘Anything | say 
would be one-sided.’

No one can argue that student apathy is killing 
ASB, but the Panther Sentinel would hope the 
signs of life which the ASB has shown this week is 
reflected in the polls next week. 

The Panther Sentinel believes ASB too 
important a function of student life to die, and 
possibly never to be resurrected.

the epitome of what teaching should be: physically 
involving: yourself on and off the field with your 
students—in this case, athletes. The avid backing 
of James Tucker, Dwayne Hall and other 
members of the 1975 Coast Conference champion- 
ship team is vivid proof of the effect this man can 
have on the lives and athletic careers of these 
young men. 

But. the trustees know nothing of the ultimate 
effects such a de-emphasis can have. And, in 
effect, putting a head coach in such a pressure 
position is going to lead to a lack of quality in the 


. program: Take note of the decline in student 


cohesion and general campus ‘‘health’’ of any 
school that does not have a healthy and 
competitive sports program. San Francisco’s 
public high schools are a. classic example of a 
drastic decline. I’m not proposing a de-emphasis 
on academics, but rather a cohesive blend of 
sports and academics that can work together to 
give Hartnell a perennial powerhouse on both 
levels. If what is desired here is a professor who is 
proficient and experienced—then hire one! But if 
we want a football “coach of character who will 
keep Hartnell at its present level of excellence, 
then bring back Coach Uselton and subsequently 
reduce his teaching load.

‘Now’s the time 
to register to vote 


It’s very hard to write an. editorial urging 
students to register to vote for the upcoming June 
primary and November general election. 

First, you want the editorial to be read and have 
a positive effect on those reading it. 

Secondly, you try to come up with new ideas as 
to why students should register and vote. 
Everyone has already heard the ‘‘it’s your duty 
and right’’ and ‘‘it’s the patriotic thing to do’ 
and ‘‘you can help decide who will lead your 
country’’ slogans and pitches before. So every 
time elections roll around, editors have to find 
new ways to ‘‘turn on’’ students to register and 
vote. 


And thirdly, you feel utterly frustrated because 
you wonder why the heck you have to go through 
this hassle of urging students to register, when 
they should do so without being cajoled, urged, or 
coerced. But frustrated or no, primary and general 
elections are too important to let pass by just 
because an editor is pulling his hair out trying to 
come up with new ideas. 

So | will tell it simply. To vote in the June 8 
California primary election, you must register 
before May 9 

Any person who will be 18 years old on or before 
June 8 is eligible to vote. 


Students who have moved must re-register, as 
must students who have changed names or 
occupations. Any student who did not vote in the 
November 1974 general election must also 
re-register. 

California has no registration residency re- 
quirement--that is, a person who moves here on or 
before May 9 may register and vote in June. 

So there you have the simple facts about 
registering to vote. Whether or not you vote in 
June and November is up to you and your own 
sense of duty and conscience. 

No one can make you vote.

“It is behavior,’’ she explains, ‘‘that 
is honest; open and direct communi- 
cation. 

The workshop presented filmed 
situations and then asked partici- 
pants to state how they would 
react--with aggression, non-asser- 
tion or assertion. 

The philosophy of assertion--the 
third choice--is that such behavior 
allgws you to avoid internalizing your 
feelings of frustration, which you 
may. then take out on others later. 

The workshop is based on the 
book,’’Your Perfect Right.’’ Both 
Ms. Paul and Ms. Viera were among 
the first assertive training students 
of the book’s author.

New Jersey 
high schools which introduces the 
practice of ‘‘TM’’ violates the 
constitutional doctrine of separation 
of church and state, say the irate 
citizens. They have labeled TM a 
“subtly disguised form of Hindu- 
ism.!" ‘ 

Local TM practitioners have den- 
ied the charges. But the coalition 
against TM argues that TM contains 
Hindu philosophy, and that the TM 
initiation ritual involving offerings of 
fruit and flowers and kneeling before 
a picture of a Hindu guru is further 
evidence of the ‘‘religious’’ features 
of the practice.

[Cont. from p. 1] 
unlikely.’’ .He added, ‘‘But the 
public should have the right to know 
the risk.’’ . 
Bridenbaugh also criticized the 
Atomic Energy Commission for 
concealing risks from the public. 
Bridenbaugh stressed that no one 
has ever tested the containment 
vessel which surrounds the nuclear 
core because of the extreme cost 
factor involved. The containment 
vessel, which is made of eight-inch 
thick walls of steel, is 150 feet in 
diameter and weighs 10 million 
pounds, shields the deadly radioac- 
tive material from the environment 
during the process of nuclear fission. 
When it became evident that 
engineers were not aware of some 
stress factors when first designing 
the structure, a task force was 
created to design models to see if the 
nuclear power plants already built 
were safe. Bridenbaugh, who was 
project manager of the task force, 
said the results are still being 
evaluated. However he. projected a 
grim picture of the possibilities of 
error. ' 


In one case, he said the stress 
factors resulting from a_ cooling 
process breakdown could cause the 
containment vessel to raise 5 inches 
from the ground. If that were to 
happen, the building would probably 
collapse, exposing. radioactive ma- 
terial into the environment. 

There were audible gasps from the 
crowd when Bridenbaugh explained 
that if he exposed a container of 
nuclear. wastes in the lecture room 
for just a moment, the entire 
audience would be dead. He also 
said, that 1/1000th of a gram of 
plutonium 239(a gram being the size 
of an aspirin) could kill a person. 

In defending Proposition 15 Bri- 
denbaugh said, ‘‘Proposition 15 is 
not a. shut-down initiative.’’ Al- 
though he concedes that the feasibil- 
ity of private industry continuing to 
promote nuclear energy is not good, 
he adds,’‘the trouble is really 
calculating the risks...it’s just not 
smart to continue pushing it.’’ 

For alternatives in energy re- 
sources, Bridenbaugh looks toward 
better conservation of energy and 
the possible use of solar power.
